Pre­ 
mier Katsura and Minister of Foreign 
Affairs Komura addressed the house. 
The premier said the diet had been 
summoned at an unparalleled moment 
in the annals of the country . 
He 
counted it a great honor to share with 
the members of the diet the duty of 
upholding the noble policy of the em­ 
peror 
The malntainance of the per­ 
manent peace of the Orient by the 
confirmation of the position of the em­ 
peror and by promoting friendly rela­ 
tions with the great powers respecting 
the legitimate rights of the powers, 
he said, was the established policy of 
Japan. 
Continuing he said: 
“Russia 
not only tailed to meet the Japanese 
proposals but definitely resorted to 
actions calculated to injure the natur­ 
al rights of Japan. 
Japan was com­ 
pelled, In self-defense, to terminate 
negotiations 
and 
tak e 
Independent 
action.” 
He was confident the world would 
recognize the justice and patience un­ 
iformly exercised by Japan in carry ­ 
ing forward the negotiations. He was 
anxiously desirous for peace, mindful 
of the woeful consequences which 
war brings to mank ind.
